Dear  Mr . Bodeker : 

We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacation  of  the  east-west  alley 
between  Van  Buren  Street  and  Broadway  and  the  35-foot  strip 
along  the  west  side  of  Broadway  between  Main  Street  and  Berry 
Street  and  have  no  particular  objection  to  these  vacations  for 
the  following  reasons : 

1.  The  alley  serves  no  particular  purpose  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  circulation  of  traffic. 

2.  The  east  50  feet  of  the  alley  is  presently  vacated 
causing  a dead-end  situation  which  this  proposed  vaca- 
tion would  eliminate. 

3.  The  west  35  feet  of  Broadway  serves  no  useful  purpose 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  circulation  of  traffic 
since,  for  the  most  part,  Broadway  is  limited  to  a 66 
foot  right  of  way  in  this  general  area. 

For  the  above  described  reasons,  it  is  our  recommendation  that 
the  alley  and  portion  of  street  be  vacated.
